

Theatre pumps 
millions int 


economy 


THE Royal & Derngate is not only 
enjoying a hugely successful year 
on the stage, it is reaping huge 
dividends for the regional econo¬ 
my off it. 

That is the conclusion of new research 
published today which revealed North¬ 
ampton’s premier arts venue was generat¬ 
ing millions of pounds for the local econo¬ 
my and returning tenfold what it received 
in public funding. 

In pure audiences terms, 2009-10 saw 
280,000 people visiting the theatres with 
a further 130,000 seeing its shows nation¬ 
wide on tour. They include critically- 
acclaimed productions, such as Spring 
Storm and Beyond the Horizon, which have 
played at the National Theatre, and End of 
the Rainbow, which will shortly transfer 
to the West End. 

But new methodology on the economic 
impact of UK theatre, devised by the Uni¬ 
versity of Sheffield, showed the Royal & 
Derngate contributed a staggering £21m to 
the local economy, 10 times the total of its 
core regional and national revenue grants 
from organisations such as the Arts Coun¬ 
cil, Northamptonshire County Council 
and Northampton Borough Council. 


The figure is calculated using a combi¬ 
nation of additional visitor spend - the 
average amount an audience member 
spends outside the theatre as part of their 
trip, such as babysitting, car parking or 
a restaurant meal - salaries paid to staff, 
the living expenses of actors and the total 
spent on goods and services bought lo¬ 
cally by the theatre, along with its actual 
turnover. The figures also revealed that 
more than 75 per cent of theatre income 
was earned through box office, bars, mer¬ 
chandise and cafe sales and not grants, 
although they remained intergral to its 
future success. 

A theatre spokesman said: “The UK has 
the largest cultural economy in the world 
relative to GDP, and every £1 invested in 
culture typically produces £2. 

“We significantly outperform this al¬ 
ready impressive figure. 

“With national funding cuts looming, 
and with the eyes of the world on Britain 
during the Olympic year, 2012, it is vital 
that key cultural institutions and attrac¬ 
tions, such as Royal & Derngate, continue 
to deliver the quality and range of pro¬ 
gramming and creativity that is admired 
nationally and across the world for both 
social and economic reasons.”

Hero driver 
gets award 


A LORRY driver from 
Northampton was among 
dozens of prize winners at 
a police awards ceremony 
to recognise acts of brav¬ 
ery, courage and long serv¬ 
ice. 

Julian Granger, aged 43, a 
lorry driver from Kingsthorpe, 
was one of three people awarded 
the ‘certificate of appreciation to 
members of the public’, for help¬ 
ing rescue five motorists follow¬ 
ing a serious crash on the Ml, in 
Northamptonshire. 

Reading his citation, Supt Gide¬ 
on Springer said Mr Granger, an¬ 
other lorry driver Michael Waite 
and police constable Richard 
Rogers, had all seen the car crash 
into the central reservation and 
flip onto its roof on July 27. 


The three men then managed to 
smash a window of the wrecked 
car, freeing two trapped motor¬ 
ists before extinguishing a fire, 
which had broken out under the 
bonnet. The trio then managed to 
care for a seriously injured wom¬ 
an until paramedics arrived. 

Before collecting their awards, 
Supt Springer said: “It is clear 
that the quick thinking of Rich¬ 
ard, Julian and Michael ensured 
that the victims of the accident 
were successfully rescued.” 

Seventy-two police officers 
were recognised for 20 years’ 
service during four ceremonies, 
held both yesterday and today at 
the force HQ at Wootton Hall. 

A further 33 members of po¬ 
lice staff, who have worked for 
the organisation for 20 years will 
receive awards in recognition of 


their service. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
said: “Those who are receiving 
their long service medals today 
have demonstrated their commit¬ 
ment and professionalism over 
more than two decades of serv¬ 
ice, and have earned our respect 
and admiration, as well as our 
thanks. 

“They are the backbone of the 
police service in Northampton¬ 
shire.” 

Roy Woolliscroft, chairman 
of the Northamptonshire Police 
Federation, said: “As we cel¬ 
ebrate this achievement, I would 
ask that we all remember that po¬ 
lice officers rely on the patience, 
love, understanding and support 
of their families. 

He added: “They could not have 
done it without you.”

Top chef heads 
college eaterie

AN ACCLAIMED head chef is 
aiming to put a new restau¬ 
rant at a college building in 
Northampton on a par with 
his other successes. 

Former Northampton College 
student Liam Goodwill was part of 
the team at The Pheasant, in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, which was a finalist 
for the Best British Restaurant 
award in Gordon Ramsay’s search 
for the UK’s best local restaurant. 

He has now returned to North¬ 
ampton after a decade honing his 
skill elsewhere and has accepted 
the job of head chef at the newly- 
opened The Albero Restaurant, 
which is owned and run by the 
college from its new town centre 
building in Lower Mounts. 

The 27-year-old, who also 
worked at the highly-acclaimed La 
Trompette restaurant in Chiswick, 
said: “People will recognise my 
name or the names of places where 
I have worked and I want to make 
this place just as successful. 

“We are striving for accolades 
now and I want a Michelin Rosette 
for this restaurant. 

“Almost everywhere I have 
worked has had an accolade and I 
want that for here.” 

Northampton College owns the 
restaurant and employs Mr Good¬ 
will - who has complete control 
of the menu - as head chef as well 
as other Northampton-born sec¬ 
ond chef Nathan Russell, who has 


worked at a Double Michelin Ro¬ 
sette restaurant. 

Following the restaurant’s open¬ 
ing last week, Northampton Col¬ 
lege is now only the second college 
in the country to have a non-train¬ 
ing based restaurant. 

The Mediterranean-themed Al¬ 
bero will be operated as a business, 


with all profits going to the college 
to be re-invested into education. 

The college has also provided two 
apprentice chefs who have already 
trained for two years and will spend 
their third year at The Albero 
training under Mr Goodwill and 
the other experienced staff. 

Mr Goodwill said: “Within a

Referee on mend 
after heart failure 


FORMER Premier League 
referee Richard Beeby is 
recovering at his North¬ 
ampton home after suf¬ 
fering minor heart failure 
during The Run 10. 

The 48-year-old, who re¬ 
tired from being a profes¬ 
sional referee last year, 
was rushed to hospital 
on October 3 after he col¬ 
lapsed close to the end of 
the 10k run. 

Mr Beeby, who works 
as head of asset manage¬ 
ment at Northampton¬ 
shire County Council, 
spent five days in North¬ 
ampton General Hospital 
where tests were carried 
out on his heart to try to 
identify the cause of his 
health problem during 
the race. 

He said: “They did all 
sorts of tests on my heart 
and liver during my time 
in hospital. I was not re¬ 
ally with it for 48 hours. 

“I just put it down to 
going off a bit too quick. 
I’m going to rest for a lit¬ 
tle while and recuperate 
before getting back into 
things too quickly. It’s not 
something I would wish 
on anybody. It wasn’t a 
very pleasant experience. 

“The tests found some 



fatigue in my heart, lit¬ 
tle splinter strands but 
very mild problems. I’ll 
be looking to build up my 
strength again but I won’t 
be doing another run any 
time soon. 

“The nurses and doc¬ 
tors at Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital were abso¬ 
lutely brilliant.” 

Mr Beeby was running 
with referee Andy Wool- 
mer, who accompanied 
him in the ambulance 
to hospital after he col¬ 
lapsed. 

Mr Woolmer said: “I 
finished the race and 
then went back to look 
for him. I was about 50 
yards ahead of him but 
when you are running 
you don’t tend to look 
back that much. I think 
he was on for a time of 56 
minutes.” 


Mr Beeby said the or¬ 
ganisers of the race had 
given him a nine and a 
half kilometre certificate 
but he had no recollec¬ 
tion of the run from just 
after half way round the 
course. 

He said: “I set off with 
Andy and maybe went a 
bit too quickly. I got to 
the six kilometre mark 
and felt okay but the next 
thing I remember is being 
in the ambulance.” 

Mr Beeby retired from 
top flight refereeing at 
the end of the 2008/9 sea¬ 
son with his final game 
in charge being Wolves 
Championship clash with 
Doncaster Rovers. 

He spent 10 years ref¬ 
ereeing in the football 
league and officiated in 
more than 350 matches. 
He currently works as an 
assessor of referees. 

Mr Beeby was promot¬ 
ed to the National List of 
Referees in 1999 and of¬ 
ficiated in play-off semi¬ 
finals in 2004, 2005 and 
2007, as well as a final in 
2004. In the 2004/5 season 
he refereed matches in 
the Premier League and 
in 2005 took charge of the 
FA Vase final. 
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Stolen guitar found in nearby shop 


A VICAR has spoken of 
his shock after a stolen 
guitar turned up for sale 
inside a second-hand shop 
only hours after burglars 
had raided his town centre 
church. 

Burglars broke into St 
Giles Church, in Northamp¬ 
ton town centre, and stole a 
bass guitar from inside. 

After smashing a side 
window which led to the 
porch, burglars then kicked 
in a larger window and 
managed to climb into the 
main church. 

Finding the church had 
been raided the follow¬ 


ing morning and a guitar 
missing, a church worker 
checked nearby second¬ 
hand shops and quickly 
spotted the musical instru¬ 
ment for sale. 

The Rev Canon David 
Bird, vicar of St Giles, said: 
“He looked around to see 
if anything had been sto¬ 
len and found a guitar was 
missing. 

“He thought he would 
have a look in the town cen¬ 
tre and found the guitar. 

“We had windows broken 
that cost about £1,000 to 
repair and it is frustrating 
because there is nothing in 


there to steal apart from 
equipment. 

“It is very annoying be¬ 
cause there is nothing worth 
stealing and it is costing us 
£250 on our insurance eve¬ 
ry time it happens. 

“That is money that is 
coming out of the congrega¬ 
tion so it is coming out of 
the church. 

“Plus we have the incon¬ 
venience of it all and obvi¬ 
ously have to have the win¬ 
dows boarded up.” 

Mr Bird said the cost of 
repairs was so expensive 
because the smashed win¬ 
dows in the church are 


leaded and often very old. 

He said: “It is really frus¬ 
trating and is a real incon¬ 
venience.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“The outer grills to the 
windows were damaged 
and leaded windows were 
smashed, including the 
main window on the side of 
Spencer Parade.”

BMW creates 
200 new jobs 


A MAJOR jobs boost 
has been announced 
for Northampton by 
the German car mak¬ 
er BMW. 

The firm has announced 
plans to build a major dis¬ 
tribution centre for car 
parts on the outskirts of 
Northampton. 

The development of the 
multi-million-pound de¬ 
pot, which will be built at 
Pineham on the western 
edge of Northampton, will 
create an estimated 200 
new jobs in the town. 

Announcing the move 
last night, a spokesman 
for the car manufacturer 
said: “BMW has signed 
a multi-million pound 
contract with ProLogis 
Developments for a new 
purpose-built warehouse 
to be leased at Pineham 
in Northamptonshire. 
The new warehouse is de¬ 
signed to further develop 
BMW’s industry-leading 
parts logistics operation.” 

The new warehouse will 


be BMW’s regional distri¬ 
bution centre for parts 
made for all its cars. 

It will also be used as 
the distribution centre for 
parts for all Minis, Rolls- 
Royces and BMW motor¬ 
bikes. 

Once it is operational, 
the depot will dispatch 
car parts to car dealer¬ 
ships throughout the UK 
and Ireland. 

A planning application 
for the development of the 
457,500-square-foot ware¬ 
house is due to be submit¬ 
ted to the West Northamp¬ 
tonshire Development 
Corporation (WNDC) in 
the next few days. If the 
development is approved 
by the WNDC, it is hoped 
the distribution centre 
will be built by January 
2012 and be fully opera¬ 
tional by April that year. 

The firm behind its con¬ 
struction, developers Pro¬ 
Logis, have also said their 
aim is for the warehouse 
to be completely carbon 


neutral once it is built. 

The chief executive of 
the Northamptonshire 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Paul Griffiths, said it was 
excellent to see a major 
company such as BMW 
investing in the town. 

He said: “It is fantas¬ 
tic to see another well- 
known brand looking to 
operate in Northampton¬ 
shire, and the creation of 
so many new jobs is very 
positive. 

“The county has always 
had great potential to be a 
base for national opera¬ 
tions and BMW have rec¬ 
ognised that.” 

The announcement by 
BMW is the second piece 
of good news for the jobs 
market in Northampton 
this month. 

Last week, Tesco an¬ 
nounced its plans to take 
over the former Wool- 
worths store in Abington 
Street creating between 
100 and 120 further new 
jobs.

£167k grant for 
town’s shelter 


A HOMELESS shelter in 
Northampton has received 
a lottery grant of more than 
£167,000 to fund a three-year 
volunteer project. 

Northampton Hope Centre 
is set to launch a new Vol¬ 
unteer Improvement Pro¬ 
gramme (VIP) which will 
develop structured volun¬ 
tary work opportunities and 
training for homeless people 
in the town.

Probe shut 
after death 


AN investigation into the 
supply of controversial 
Taser stun guns has been 
closed, just days after the 
director of the company 
responsible was found 
dead at his home in North¬ 
ampton following a sus¬ 
pected suicide. 

Peter Boatman, the 57-year-old 
director of operations for Pro- 
Tect Systems, was found dead at 
his home in Reynard Way, King- 
sthorpe only three days after the 
Home Office revoked the firm’s 
licence to import and sell Tasers. 
The weapons were used by offic¬ 
ers from Northumbria Police in 
the stand-off with gunman Raoul 
Moat. 

An investigation into the sup¬ 
ply of the weapons was immedi¬ 
ately launched by Northampton¬ 
shire Police following concerns 
terms of the licence had been 
breached. 

But Operations Supt Sean Bell, 
of Protective Services Command; 
said in a statement: “Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police has concluded 
its investigation into the supply 
of X12 Taser guns and XREP am-

munitions by Daventry-based 
Pro-Tect Systems Limited. 

“The investigation identified 
that offences against the Fire¬ 
arms Act 1968 had been commit¬ 
ted. However, taking into account 
all of the available evidence, in¬ 


cluding the recent tragic death of 
Operations Director Peter Boat¬ 
man, we have concluded that it 
is not in the public interest to 
take any action against Pro-Tect 
Systems Limited and the investi¬ 
gation has now been closed.” 

An inquest into Mr Boatman’s 
death was adjourned last week 
as post-mortem examinations 
were awaiting toxicology and 
histology tests. 

The investigation came after 
it emerged that Pro-Tect Sys¬ 
tems breached the terms of its 
licence by supplying X12 Tasers, 
which were still being tested by 
Government scientists, directly 
to police involved in the Moat 
manhunt. 

Mr Boatman’s business part¬ 
ner said the former police officer 
was “destroyed” by the furore. 

Pro-Tect’s managing director 
Kevin Coles said there was “no 
doubt” his colleague’s apparent 
suicide was linked to the probe. 

He said: “He was a proud man 
and he felt ashamed at recent 
developments. He spent all his 
life involved in officer safety and 
what happened was a result of 
him being worried about the wel¬ 
fare of officers.”

Defences 
‘among 
the best’ 


A NEW report has revealed North¬ 
ampton now has one of the best 
flood protected town centres an¬ 
ywhere in the UK. 

An exhaustive 10-month independent 
review, commissioned by the Environ¬ 
ment Agency and involving local people 
in the affected areas, showed the flood 
defences now in place continue to offer 
a 0.5 per cent - or one in 200 - chance of 
flooding. 

The review found both the current 
standard of protection and its capabil¬ 
ity for the future, taking into account the 
variants brought in with climate change, 
meant the town centre was one of the best 
protected anywhere outside central Lon¬ 
don. 

The Northampton Standards of Protec¬ 
tion Review was carried out by interna¬ 
tional design and engineering consult¬ 
ants, Scott Wilson, and examined the 
improved flood defences built by the 
Environment Agency since the floods of 
Easter 1998 in which two people died. 

One of the findings of the review was 
that although all defences were in good 
condition, some sections would benefit 
from improvement. 

Robert Caudwell, chairman of the agen¬ 
cy’s regional flood defence committee, 
said: “The findings of this in-depth report 
confirm the centre of Northampton, in¬ 
cluding Far Cotton and St James - areas 
so badly affected by flooding in 1998 - is 
one of the best protected areas outside of 
central London. 


“It shows the defences would still re¬ 
duce the risk through the centre of the 
town from a flood with a one in 200 chance 
of happening although ongoing mainte¬ 
nance work will be needed to ensure this 
standard of protection is maintained. 

“As the body responsible for review¬ 
ing flood defences in Northampton and 
determining their future maintenance, 
the committee welcomes the report’s 
findings. We’ll continue to work with the 
Environment Agency to advise as to how 
any future improvements can be made 
where necessary.” 

County councillor Ben Smith, cabinet 
spokesman for regeneration and growth, 
said: “I’m reassured the people of North¬ 
ampton have such a high standard of pro¬ 
tection but due to the intensive rainfall 
brought about by climate change, flood¬ 
ing will always be a risk.”

closed 



TWO careers advice 
centres within yards 
of each other in North¬ 
ampton town centre 
have become the first 
visible signs of funding 
cuts in the town. 

The Connexions centre in 
Abington Street closed this 
month, only a few weeks af¬ 
ter the neighbouring Learn 
IT centre also shut down. 

While Connexions pro¬ 
vides careers advice to 13 to 
19-year-olds, Learn IT was 
designed to give advice on 
careers and computer skills 
to older people who had lost 
their jobs. 

The Learn IT centre was 
run by Northampton College 
and Moulton College, but its 
funding was cut in July this 
year. 

Ray Starkey, the vice¬ 
principal of planning and 
business development at 
Northampton College, said 
services had moved into the 
college’s new building in The 
Mounts. 

He said: “When funding 


for Learn IT ended in July, 
the college saw it as an op¬ 
portunity to rethink its adult 
provision and offer a revised 
programme from our new 
building. 

“The Skills Centre at Low¬ 
er Mounts has been open 
since September and offers 
flexible IT, computing, Eng¬ 
lish and maths courses for 
complete beginners or for 
those adults who wish to de¬ 
velop their skills. 

“We are also working with 
Jobcentre Plus on the new 
Employment Solutions pro¬ 
gramme to offer free train¬ 
ing for people who have been 
unemployed for six months 
or more.” 

The closure of the Connex¬ 
ions Abington Street shop 
came after it was announced 
£1.3 million was to be cut 
from the Connexions budget, 
which will also mean 50 job 
losses in the county. 

Instead of operating drop- 
in shops, the organisation 
will now have 36 “choice ad¬ 
visors” in schools to give pu¬ 
pils careers advice.

Town’s pulling 
out the stops 


OFFICIALS from North¬ 
ampton have said they 
will pull out all the stops 
to make sure the town 
has a credit-crunch- 
busting Christmas. 

Members of Northampton 
Borough Council are current¬ 
ly holding talks with traders in 
the town about the annual 
Christmas lights display. 

After the introduction of 
plastic trees and a scaled back 
lights show received national 
criticism in 2008, an improved 
display was launched in 2009, 
with a real tree and more 
lights.

“We will work with local 
businesses and theatres and 
involve others in the commu¬ 
nity to try to recreate some of 
the excitement generated by 
the pride of Lions and Britain 
in Bloom this summer. 

“Things are difficult for 
many of us at the moment but 
we will be doing everything 
we can to make sure North¬ 
ampton is the town to spend 
time and shop in this Christ¬ 
mas.” 

The town’s Christmas festi¬ 
val will be launched on Satur¬ 
day, November 27. 

The event will see Santa 
Claus visit the town on a spe¬ 


cial ‘Santa bus’ and an enter¬ 
tainment stage set up in the 
centre of the town. 

Councillor Crake said: 
“The Christmas lights will be 
shining bright, but we will en¬ 
sure everyone knows what’s 
planned well in advance of 
that.” 

One of the highlights of last 
year’s Christmas celebrations 
in Northampton was a special 
German market, which was 
held on the town’s Market 
Square. 

The event saw more than 20 
stalls selling a range of conti¬ 
nental gifts and foods trading 
in the town centre.

the bands play smaller festivals instead. 

“We are committed to all types of music 
here. We have some great live bands coming 
up like The Bluetones, The Rifles and The 
Saw Doctors. 

“The Roadmender is an established name 
and well known across the country, it has a 
reputation for live music and of course we 
need to keep that going.” 

He added that the introduction of regular 
open mic nights was giving musicians 
across the county the opportunity to 
perform, while new club nights such as 
Random Concept had helped to attract a new 
audience to the venue and that D J sets by 
the likes of Pendulum looked certain to pull 
in the crowds.

It's money well spent 


A S the old saying goes money can¬ 
not buy happiness, but grants 
awarded through last year’s Com¬ 
munity Gifts campaign have helped 
make life a great deal easier for people 
across Northamptonshire. 

Each year the Chronicle & Echo and 
Evening Telegraph team up with Bar- 
claycard to invite charities and schools 
to apply for a share of £30,000. 


The money goes to groups which have 
a specific need to fill, such as buying 
outdoor play equipment for a school 
playground or a stock of books to kit out 
a library. 

Last year the money was divided up 
to help 12 Northamptonshire projects, 
paying for schemes including training 
a support dog to help a disabled person 
and buying musical equipment to help 


in the education of children. 

Chronicle & Echo editor David Sum¬ 
mers said: “For nine years now Barclay- 
card have been supplying the funding 
to help people in genuine need across 
the county. There is so much good work 
going on in schools and charities and it 
is great that Community Gifts offers us 
this opportunity to give financial sup¬ 
port to so many of these causes.” 



F OR children with life-limiting 

conditions, exposure to music can 
be an important way of helping to 
open up the world around them. 

And, with this in mind, the 
Northamptonshire charity Thomas's 
Fund applied for Community Gifts cash 
to help buy a set of lyres - a classical 
type of stringed instrument. 

The fund is named afterThomas 
Smith who died at the age of 10 from a 
neuro-degenerative condition but who 
gained a lot from music throughout his 
life. 

The charity was co-founded by 
Thomas's mother Lucy to offer a service 
which enables music therapists to visit 
youngsters in their own homes. 

Lucy was delighted when the charity 
was awarded £1,600, enabling them to 
buy the lyres. 

She said: "The therapists take the 
instruments to the children's houses. 
They are simple for the children to 
pluck, so they can make a sound easily. 

"My son Harry has a neuro- 
degenerative condition and these 
sessions give him a chance to express 
himself through music." 

In the three years since the charity 
launched, it has worked with about 
30 children, each with a life limiting 
condition. 

Lucy said: "Music really makes a big 
difference to them." 


T HE largest share of the Commu¬ 
nity Gifts money pot last year 
went to Dogs for the Disabled, 
one of the charities chosen by 
Northampton’s former mayor 
Michael Hill. 

The charity, which trains dogs to 
act as a daily support to people with 
disabilities, was awarded £10,000. 

A spokeswoman this week told 
the Chron how the cash has been 
used to sponsor a young German 
Shepherd cross retriever called 
Yoda, who has just spent his first 
year with puppy socialisers in 
Brackley. 

Last month Yoda started his 
formal training at the National 
Training Centre in Banbury. 

By the end of their training, dogs 
like Yoda are able to carry out a 
wide variety of tasks for their disa¬ 
bled companions, such as picking 
up dropped keys or even raising the 
alarm in an emergency situation. 

Cathryn Simpson, corporate 
partnerships manager, said: “We 
were thrilled to scoop the £10,000 top 
prize last year. Support from corpo¬ 
rates such as Barclaycard is vital 
for us to be able to continue our 
work, as we receive no government

I N today’s multicultural 
society, awareness of the 
traditions and practices 
of other countries has to be 
thoroughly covered in all 
aspects of education. 

And The Bliss Charity 
School in Nether Heyford 
used its £1,000 from Com¬ 
munity Gifts to invest in 
just that; buying in a set of 
African musical instruments, 
including djembe drums, to 
help youngsters appreciate 
the music of other cultures. 

Music co-ordinator Jacqui 
Bristow said: “We asked for 
£700 and we got £1,000, which 


was fantastic; we couldn’t 
believe it - we didn’t expect to 
get that.” 

And the drums have 
already received a lot of use 
at the school, with children 
even taking part in a special 
day devoted to the art of Afri¬ 
can drumming. 

Jacqui explained: “We had 
an African drumming day 
with a South African man 
who came into the school. 

The children absolutely love 
it because it is something 
they can all enjoy, even if 
they can’t play other instru¬ 
ments.” 



T HE importance of 
something as simple 
and mundane as a 
chisel or spanner should not 
be underestimated. 

And, at Tools for Self 
Reliance in Northampton, 
workers fully realise the 
importance of maintaining 
and restoring tools so they 
are fit for purpose. 

The charity has been 
working for several decades 
to employ many disadvan¬ 
taged volunteers to help re¬ 
store and recycle old tools. 

While some of these tools 
are donated to local chari¬ 
ties, most are sent to Africa, 
where they help equip peo¬ 


ple in developing countries 
to carry out their work and, 
as a consequence, help to 
relieve poverty. 

Tools for Self Reliance 
last year received £1,000 
from Community Gifts, 
which went towards buying 
grinding equipment to help 
with tool maintenance. 

Manager Val Bridges 
said: “The main purpose 
of what we do is to provide 
opportunities for adults 
and young people who can’t 
work through health or 
substance abuse issues.

Ford S-Max 2.0 SCTi 





A SEVEN-SEAT MPV. Those 
words can strike fear into 
the hearts of young parents 
who are used to tearing around in 
a hot hatch without a care in the 
world. With parenthood comes 
responsibility, and a ten-fold 
increase in the stuff you have to 
lug around with you. And then of 
course, the little horrors have the 
audacity to go and make friends, 
so you’ll probably have to lug 
them around too, at some point. 

So no, you can’t just bundle 
them into the boot of an MX-5. 
You’re going to need seats, and 
cubby holes, and drink holders 
and some sort of entertainment. 
And where there’s a need, there’s 
a market. Seven-seaters are a 
common sight - usu¬ 
ally driven by 
har¬ 


assed looking people, which is, 
naturally, what they are if they 
have a car with seven seats, 
because the seats represent a 
potential six-fold increase in the 
number of people harassing them. 
Most seven-seaters are pretty 
dull-looking. Ford’s answer to the 
equation seems to be to produce 
a car that looks a bit like the hot 
hatch you may have been driving, 
but a lot bigger. 

That’s meant as a compliment. 
The S-Max is possibly the best¬ 
looking people carrier around, 
with a steeply raked windscreen 
and bonnet, grille-height fog 
lamps, those sporty side-gills and 
wheel arches and a low-slung 


appearance. And there are some 
decidedly hot hatch type alloys 
to choose from, to complete the 
image. 

Needless to say, Ford hasn’t 
put a foot wrong with the interior 
either. It’s modern, airy, made of 
good quality materials (you still 
can’t go wrong with matt black 
and brushed aluminium) and 
ergonomically it’s right on the 
button. There are cubby holes and 
compartments to store stuff in 
and it all feels pleasantly robust. 
Of particular note are the seats 
- my test run (an 80-mile trip to 
the wilds of Suffolk) incorporates 
urban, motorway and B-road driv¬ 
ing. In most cars I’ll normally get 
that all-too-familiar shooting 
pain in 




posterior. Not so 
with the S-Max. Ride 
quality is also excel¬ 
lent - ruts, lumps and 
dips could be heard 
but not felt. 

Just because a 
large proportion of 
your income now 
gets spent at Toys

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Smith: Saints set 
for European glory 


SAINTS legend Tom 
Smith says he could 
see the foundations 
being laid to turn his 
old team into Europe¬ 
an big guns when he 
left 18 months ago. 

Smith finished playing 
with Saints in April 2009 
after eight seasons at Fran¬ 
klin’s Gardens, bowing out 
with a six-minute cameo 
in the European Challenge 
Cup final. 

Now Smith takes on his 
old team as forwards coach 
with Edinburgh on Satur¬ 
day and he is warning his 
troops just how tough the 
battle will be. 


The former British Li¬ 
ons prop saw at first hand 
how director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder was turning the 
club around and he was 
at the Gardens on Friday 
night to see them beat Cas¬ 
tres 18-14. 

Smith still lives in the 
town, staying in Edinburgh 
during the week, and has 
kept a keen eye on his old 
team’s progress. 

“They have improved a 
lot since I left,” said Smith. 
“You could see the founda¬ 
tions being laid when I was 
here. Now they have a very 
tight, well-drilled forward 
pack, with big ball-carri¬ 
ers and real exciting backs. 


They are a force to be reck¬ 
oned with, it will be a very 
tough game for us. 

“They didn’t play as well 
as they can against Cast- 
res, but Europe is all about 
winning and they did that. 
That is what makes them a 
top side. 

“The first game in Eu¬ 
rope is about winning and 
they will take confidence 
from that. It will be a great 
test for us, but we have con¬ 
fidence in our ability.” 

And when asked if his old 
club had the credentials to 
go on and win the Heineken 
Cup for the first time in a 
decade, Smith said: “They 
reached the Premiership 


semi-finals last season and 
the Heineken Cup quar¬ 
ter-finals, so that sort of 
form lends credence to the 
idea.” 

Smith made more than 
200 appearances for Saints 
after making his debut in 
September 2001, reaching 
two Powergen Cup finals 
and a Heineken Cup semi¬ 
final before finally win¬ 
ning a medal in his last 
match. 

He won 61 caps for Scot¬ 
land and played in six Li¬ 
ons Tests, including the 
2-1 series win against the 
Springboks in 1997. 

And having played under 
New Zealand coach Wayne 


Smith, South African Alan 
Solomons and Mallinder at 
Saints, Smith has a wealth 
of experience to draw on as 
a coach. 

“You pick up little things 
along the way,” said Smith. 
“But we have a lot of expe¬ 
rienced players and really 
it is just fine tuning things. 

“This is a huge game for 
me personally after spend¬ 
ing so long at Northamp¬ 
ton. It was a great club to 
be involved with and I’m 
really looking forward to 
the game. There will be 
plenty of Northampton fans 
at the ground on Saturday, 
so it should be a great occa¬ 
sion.” 



McKenzie 
is getting 
the hump 

LEON McKENZIE says he’s starting to 
get ‘the hump’ at Sixfields. 

The experienced frontman (pic¬ 
tured) has appeared as a substitute 
in each of the last three games, all of 
which Cobblers have lost. 

He came on for the final 13 minutes 
at Cheltenham on Saturday and had 
the ball in the net before seeing the ef¬ 
fort ruled out for offside. 

McKenzie felt it was a wrong deci¬ 
sion, and that added to his growing 
frustration at not starting games for 
a Town team with just three goals in 
their last 10 away outings. 

But McKenzie stopped short of criti¬ 
cising boss Ian Sampson, who has re¬ 
cently opted for a 4-5-1 formation with 
Billy McKay the focal point. 

“I’m getting sharper now and I 
just can’t wait to get things rolling 
because I’m 
getting the 
hump,” said 
the former 
Norwich 
City and Pe¬ 
terborough 
United hit¬ 
man. 

“It’s not 
about being 
on the bench. 

The gaffer 
(Sampson) 
and all the 
staff here are 
looking after 
me properly. I hadn’t played for so, so 
long so really it’s just about looking 
after me in the right way. 

“Hopefully I can start pushing to 
get that start and hopefully start get¬ 
ting some goals.” 

McKenzie could have good 
reason to feel hard done by about 
being left on the sidelines, consid¬ 
ering the Cobblers’ recent scoring 
record. 

But the 32-year-old remains philo¬ 
sophical about his short spell at Six- 
fields so far and rather than sulk, the 
striker is determined to fight for the 
right to start games. 

He added: “I’d love to be up and 
running and everything be well for 
myself. 

“But, like I say, I’ve missed a lot of 
football and obviously I can only do 
so much from the time I get on the 
pitch. 

“But I’m here to work, I’m here to 
fight for the cause. I’m a fighter and 
I believe the rest of the lads are fight¬ 
ers as well and we’re going to be all 
right.” 
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
